During the course of the trial and sentencing 
militant Indians form the American Indian Movement (AIM) and the 
Western Shoshone Defense Project (WSDP) demonstrated at the U.S. 
Courthouse. Public statements by WSDP leaders and captioned DANN 
sisters indicated that they would not accept federal court 
decisions which affirmed BLM authority to control livestock 
grazing on these public lands. The DANNS claim thousands of acres 
of public land as "ancestral tribal land." Their statements 
indicated that they fully intended to oppose, physically if 
necessary, any further attempts by BLM to confiscate livestock on 
BLM property. 


On March 19-22, 1993 a meeting was held at the 
DANN ranch to plan for future actions to oppose BLM roundups on 
public lands. Intelligence from various sources indicated that 
attending this meeting were members of AIM, WSDP, and individuals 
involved in protests at the Nevada Nuclear Test Site. According 
to literature from the meeting, part of the program included 
"defense training" for the establishment of a "Security zone" to 
protect DANN livestock. 


Subsequent to this meeting, a mobile trailer was 
established on the DANN ranch and individuals, some attired in 
AIM jackets, began stopping vehicles on county roads adjoining 
the ranch and requiring identification prior to allowing vehicles 
to proceed. On at least one occasion BLM personnel enroute to 
another local ranch were stopped and harassed by Indians in AIM 
clothing. Roads in the vicinity of the DANN ranch have at various 
times been littered with spikes designed to prevent vehicular 
travel. 


Local law enforcement has discovered at least one 
bunker-type fortification which has been built on BLM property 
near the DANN ranch. Regular vehicle patrols from the ranch have 
been observed on county roads surrounding the property. Activity 
observed near the ranch indicates that individuals from the ranch 
are dropped at strategic locations near the property each evening 
to act as sentries and are recovered each morning. At present, 
intelligence indicates that approximately thirty-five (35) 
individuals are involved in the day to day security operations. 


Intelligence received from local authorities has 
disclosed that a large quantity of dynamite and blasting caps 
were recently stolen from a mining site in the Crescent Valley 
area where the ranch is located. No connection with the DANN 
Situation has been established at this time. Intelligence has 
also been received that a Secret Service fugitive wanted in 
connection with an assault on former President Reagan is 
presently residing at the ranch. Intelligence from a source of 
unknown reliability who has been at the ranch during this time 
indicates that military-type training has been conducted and that

key leaders at the site utilize only code-names in contacts with 
other persons at the property. 


BLM officials have advised the FBI that they will 
take action to enforce the grazing regulations on BLM property 
should the DANNS again release livestock as they have publicly 
stated that they will. BLM understands the potential for a 
confrontation and will coordinate any activity with the FBI, 
state and local authorities. Preliminary discussions have been 
held with appropriate state and local agencies concerning this 
matter. 


Per referenced telephone calls with FBIHQ, Las 
Vegas is not requesting an on-site survey by the Hostage Rescue 
Team (HRT) at this time, but will supply HRT with available 
information to assist them in preparing for a deployment should 
the situation so require. Per FBIHQ Las Vegas will coordinate 
this exchange directly with HRT. 


SAC, Las Vegas will ensure that FBIHQ is kept 
apprised of all pertinent developments in the matter.

DETAILS: Intelligence received from sources in the Dann 
ranch area have reported that approximately 10-15 people remain 
at the ranch. These individuals continue to man the "command 
post" trailer at the entrance to the ranch and do conduct 
occasional roving patrols on roads surrounding the ranch. 
No incidents have occurred recently between these 
individuals and local residents. 
BUREAU OF LAND b6 
MANAGEMENT (BLM), Elko, Nevada, has advised that BLM has no b7C 
present intentions of conducting any operations against the 
DANN’s or the surrounding range. No action will be taken in any 
case prior to the spring of 1994. 
Accordingly, Las Vegas is closing captioned 
matter.

Synopsis: On Friday July 21, 1995 the following State of Nevada 
and U.S.Federal Agencies responded to a range fire in Crescent 
Valley, near the Dann Ranch, located in Eureka County. These 
agencies which include the Bureau of Land Management (BLM) United 
States Forest Service (USFS) Nevada Division of Forestry (NDF) 
Carlin Nevada Volunteer Fire Department and the Eureka County 
Sheriff's Office were dispatched to BLM land adjacent to the Dann 
Ranch. The fire was contained and put out on BLM land within 
several hundred yards of the main Dann Ranch area. Members of the 
Dann Defense (as they are called) interfered with the efforts of 
the fire fighters when they (Fire Fighters) attempted to conduct 
a back burn on BLM land near the ranch. by)

During the time the fire was being fought on BLM land 
some distance from the Dann Ranch, no physical or verbal 
confrontations had taken place between members of the Dann 
Defense (numbering approx. 20) and the fire fighters conducting 
the fire fight. However as the fire approached the Dann Ranch a 
decision by the on scene fire commander (name unknown) to back 
burn an area next to the ranch on BLM land, was given to the 
Carlin Nevada Volunteers to conduct. Information obtained 
indicates that [od and others not b6 
identified, obstructed and physically assaulted a member of the b7C 
Carlin Fire Department as he conducted the back burn operation. 
Additional members of the Dann Defense which numbered at that 
time, approximately 20, physically extinguished the back burn 
fire operation initiated by the Carlin Fire Department. 


Eureka County Sheriff Ken Jones was also confronted 
during this same time, by several other Dann Defense members 
who raised their shovels in a threatening manner at the Sheriff 
and the fire fighters but with no physical altercation taking 
place.
